ASI] election

The issue of ASI election in 
validation now lies with the Board of 
Justice (BOJ) after the Board of Elec- 
tions (BOE) decided Tuesday not to 
hear the election complaints because 
of the vagueness of their wording. The 
BOJ however, might first have to 
decide whether the BOE acted 
properly in their decision 

In a 2-2 split the BOF voted last 
Tuesday not to hear the complaints 
after former associate justice of the 
BOJ Tom Lineer, noted the vagueness 
of the complaints 

Lineer asked the board to make an 
immediate decision on whether it 
should hear the complaints. He said he 
objected to “the wording and vast 
onussions of critical and vital legal 
charges and references to support 
those charges. That is 
each and every one of the four com 
plaints, which are unalterably vague ”

Summer drought pro

California's second dry year and 
the accompany ing water shortage and 
fire hazard are expected to cause onls 
minor problems for summer visitors 
to State Parks in California. Few 
State Parks are e* pected to be closed 
except for some in the San Francisco 
Bay region and along the north coast 
to Manchester State Park above Pt 
Arena 

The most severe effects of the 
drought on California State Parks will 
be felt in the Bay Area according to 
Calitornia Parks Department spokes 
man Larry Paynter. State officials are 
uncertain whether any State Park 
campgrounds wil! be closed in the Bay 
region. If coasial campgrounds are 
closed it will not be because of the 


water shortage but because of fire 
danger. In coastal parks surrounding 
San Francisco, Santa Cruz, and the 
North Bay the water supply will be res- 
tricted. Paynter said 

Water supply restrictions at State 
Parks are expected to be implemented 
in the early weeks of summer. In 
several State Parks the water supply is 
controlled by local water districts 
which can restrict of terminate the 
water supply to the parks and 
campgrounds If parks lay within the 
boundaries of water districts suffering 
iCute water shortages flush toilets and 
showers at the parks will be turned off, 
Paynter added 


In several State Parks the use of 
water will be restricted to drinking and 
cooking Other water conservation 


lawsuits and third party liability, costs 
have skyrocketed The foundation's 
insurance broker says it will cost 
$10,000 for the state required $2 
million coverage for the first year 
The insurance company may up 
the rates or choose to cancel the 
coverage in subsequent vears 
Dierking, who has en inves- 
ligating the insurance possibilities 
says San Jose State's broker can find 
insurance for $1200 in the first year of 
operation 
However, foundation accountant Ur 
sula Warkus said, in talks with San 


a considerable savings 


Jose's business manager. that the rates 
would go up substantially the next 
year and there is no guarantee the 
coverage would last into a third vear 

Foundation board members had

In addition, the motion 
says “reporting news of the academic 
side of CSUS should be done in the 
spirit of the academy. The faculty 
senate directs McFadden to serve ony 
one master the truth." 

In explaining his action 
McFadden said: “It is not the function 
of this office to seek wider publicity 
for the controversy which has swirled 
around relationships between the ad 
wmuinistration and some members of the 
faculty for far too long.” He said “cen- 
sorship” is a “red flag word ” “I'm not 
engaging in censorship but I'm not 
engaging in cutting the university's 
throat, either,” be said

More “Smoking Prohibited by 
Law” signs will join the sign clutter 
and tobacco smokers will have to fight 
for the nght to smoke in enclosed 
public places under proposed state 
regulations 

Four bills concerning smoking are 
under consideration by the California 


State legislature. The toughest, SB- 
500, authored by Senator Arlen 
Gregono, D - Meno Park, would ban 
smoking in both publicly and 
privately owned buildings that are 
open to the general public. However, 
bars. private rooms in restaurants, 


and designated smoking areas in some 
public buildings would be exempt 

In the past other anti - smoking 
bills have failed in the legislature. One 
reason is indicated by recent reports

AB-1222 by Assembivman John 
Vasconcellos, D - San Jose, would 
prohibit smoking in open - air 
markets 

Vasconcelios introduced the bill to 
protect the food and employees in 
supermarkets, grocery stores, and 
other markets. “It’s unfair to impose 
smoke - filled air on store employees 
and other shoppers who have no 
choice but to mingle with smokers.” 

AB-1222 has not yet been assigned 
to committee 

Another Gregorio bill. SB-189, 
would appropriate $2 milion dollars 
for a public advertising campaign to 
discourage people from smoking. The 
16 month program would be directed 

at a particular area with a S00.000 per- 
son population. At the same time, in 
oer areas, an anti - smoking cam- 
paign would be carried on by reques- 
ting public

The CSUS Recycling Center will feature education concerning 
Senate Bill 4, the current “bottle bill.” The bill, simply stated, will put 
a 5 cents deposit on all carbonated beverage containers sold in 
Calitornia. The results are significant as can be seen by studving a 
similar bill implemented in Oregon in 1972. The bill would reduce 
litter, consumption of energy and natural resources and reduce the 
jcost of beverages, as well as provide many new jobs in California. It is 
‘cles that workers will be displaced, but overall job positions will in- 
crease with implementation of the measure. Perhaps the most 
Significant aspect as pointed out by the bill’s author Senator Omer 
Rains, (D - Ventura) is that it will act as “a reminder that we cannot 
forever continue our “throwaway” ethic, since the earth’s resources 
are. in fact, limited.”
